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School 
officials 
hope appeal 
raises funds, 
awareness

ALCALA PARK — School officials in 
the Diocese of San Diego are hoping the 
diocesan-wide appeal for Catholic schools 
this month is increasing people’s awareness 
of the vitality and importance of these 
schools and thus of the need to support them. 

“Gifts to the amount of $500,000 would 
meet the basic program of schools for the 
current year and schools need gifts up to $1.3 
million to assist them in adding computer 
and science labs, equipment, supplies and 
renovations,” said Ron Nash, development 
director for Catholic schools. 

There are 45 elementary schools, nearly 
all run by parishes, and five high schools, 
two run by the diocese and three by religious 
orders or congregations, in the diocese. . 

The awareness aspect of the appeal is 
being conducted throughout the month of 
November with the financial appeal planned 
for Nov. 25-26 or Dec. 2-3. 

The appeal is designed to “heighten the 
interest in Catholic schools in the diocese,” 
Nash said. 

It also is aimed at raising “people’s aware- 
ness of and appreciation of Catholic schools 
as a vital ministry within the church, and that 
with support, growth and development of 
schools can be met and maintained,” added 
Father Ben Marcantonio, diocesan superin- 
tendent of schools. 

Catholic schools, like other schools in the 
San Diego and Imperial counties, are finding 
it necessary to search for alternative sources 
of revenue for building, modernization, 
teacher salaries, financial aid and endow- 
ments, said Nash. 

In many parish schools, the costs of 
Catholic education are “disproportionately 
maintained by their sponsoring parishes, 
without the support of neighboring parishes 
whose children attend the school,” he con- 
tinued. 

Gifts from parishioners whose parishes 
have no school will be distributed to neigh- 
boring parish schools or to diocesan schools 
designated by the donor. However, all con- 
tributions will be under the supervision of 
the School’s Office. 

In addition to raising essential funds 
needed by the schools, the appeal also in- 
cludes other primary objectives: 

1. To reaffirm the values of Catholic 
schools and the quality educational 
programs they deliver; 

2. To encourage parents to consider enroll- 
ing their children in Catholic schools; 

3. To encourage Catholic school alumni to 
join the schools in their voluntary efforts for 
school advancement programs.

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+» Soviet dancers perform 
for Catholic schools

EL CAJON — The Children’s Dance 
Company of Tbilisi, Georgia, brought color- 
ful costumes and Soviet folk dances to Our 
Lady of Grace School in El Cajon on Nov. 8. 


With a thick Soviet accent, the one girl in - 


the troupe introduced each dance and the 
performers. 

The 11 dancers, ranging from 8 to 12 
years old, traveled from the state of Georgia 
were in San Diego along with their director 
and adult accordionist in conjunction with 
the San Diego Arts Festival, “Treasures of 
the Soviet Union,” which concluded Nov. 
i 

Our Lady of Grace hosted the performers 
at the parish’s Moloney Center. Invited to 
watch the performance with OLG’s 340 stu- 
dents were the 75 K through third-graders 
from St. Martin’s Academy, La Mesa, 120K 
through third-graders from Holy Trinity 
School, El Cajon, and 100 other guests. 

The Georgian children — the girl dressed 
in a sparkling pink gown and veil and 10 
boys dressed in folk attire of black clothes 

-with red cloaks — performed national folk 
dances. 

Small sideways steps with arm motions to 
the swing of the accordion were typical in 
the dances. Some of the boys tumed into 
acrobats when the tempo speeded up, and 
they jumped repeatedly and artistically into 
the air. 

Two boys also performed on the drums 
with hand rhythms; two others played native 
instruments similar to a piccolo and small 
lute. 

After the performance, OLG students 
presented gifts reminiscent of San Diegan 
youth to the young Georgian dancers — 
fluorescent-painted backpacks, T-shirts, 
visors and sunglasses, all donated by Fred 
James of the Ocean Pacific Clothing com- 
Pany.- 

The visitors also feasted on an all- 
American lunch: at OLG’s library: ham- 


burgers, fries, Cokes and chocolate cake. 

For the Georgian children, it was the third 
school performance of the day. The traveling 
troupe comprises 22 children who were 
chosen as the best from the dance company 
in Tbilisi. 

They were divided into two groups of 11, 
each group covering three schools per day 
during the arts festival. In all, 42 San Diego 
schools hosted the dancers. They performed 
with a larger Georgian group at the Starlight 
Bowl in San Diego’s Balboa Park each eve- 
ning of the festival, which began Oct. 21. 

The children have performed in Belgium, 
France, Denmark, Germany, Italy and 
Mexico in the past. 

They began formal dance training at the 
age of six, because “they all loved to dance, 
and they were good at it,” an interpreter said, 
adding, “Dancing is very respected in Geor- 
gia. For the boys, especially, it’s a macho 
thing to do.” 

One Georgian boy said, “The United 
States is completely different” from his own 
country, the Soviet Union. “And the people 
here are wonderful!” he emphasized. 


Hotel purchased by 
Le Patriarche, not 
St. Vincent de Paul 


SAN DIEGO — The former Descanso 
Hotel was purchased by Le Patriarche, an 
intemational drug abuse treatment program, 
which will use the building and property to 
open its first treatment facility in the United 
States. 

Though Le Patriarche and St. Vincent de 
Paul Center have formed a partnership in San 
Diego, the Descanso-building was not 
bought by SVDP, contrary to a report in the 
Nov. 2 issue of Southern Cross, which er- 
roneously quoted Jurgn Schumacher of the 
program’s referral office in San Diego. 

Le Patriarche hopes to open the new cen- 
ter, which will accommodate 20 people, in a 
few months. There are currently more than 
200 treatment facilities in 15 countries.

“Each Catholic Charities (in the affected 
dioceses) is involved in one or two aspects 
of relief with the exception of San José 
Catholic Charities.” Since areas in their 
diocese suffered “very little damage, (they) 
feel that they can sustain their efforts without 
additional help considering the needs of the 
other Catholic Charities. 

“San Francisco Catholic Charities is 
focusing its energy in assisting people find 
housing and counseling for individuals. 

“Oakland Catholic Charities has opened a 
122 bed facility for seniors and the disabled 
who were displaced. They anticipate operat- 
ing the shelter , Mercy Manor, forat one year. 
They have also increased their counseling

Bells to toll 
in Germany

It was a memorial service in keeping with church practice and 
rubics— it was not a Mass. As Msgr. Joseph Carroll, who officiated, 
said, “In a funeral service the church doesn’t offer judgment for the 
deceased but offers prayers for the Lord’s mercy and consolation 
to the family.” A 1973 letter from the Sacred Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith states religious burial services “will not be 
prohibited for the faithful who, although finding themselves before 
death in a situation of manifest sin, have preserved their attachment 
to the church and have given some sign of penitence and on 
condition that public scandal on the part of other members of the 
faithful has been removed. In the meantime, scandal on the part of 
the faithful or of the ecclesiastical community will be able to be 
lessened or avoided to the extent that pastors will explain the 
viewpoint which befits the meaning of Christian obsequies 
(funerals) and in which many see an appeal to the mercy of God.”

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Thanksgiving brings peace 


Although we traditionally give the credit for Thanksgiving 
to the pilgrims, it didn’t actually become a national holiday 
until the Civil War. Before that time Thanksgiving was strict- 
ly a New England holiday. Even there the various states 
celebrated it on different days. 

But in 1859, with the Civil War looming on the horizon, 
the governors of all the states and territories joined in 
proclaiming the last Thursday of November a day of 
Thanksgiving. 

That was the first national Thanksgiving in our history. 
Four years later in 1863, with Americans dying on the bat- 
tlefields by the hundreds of thousands, President Abraham 
Lincoln declared the day a national holiday, and every presi- 
dent since has followed his example. 

It wasn’t until 1941, just before Pearl Harbor, that Congress 
finally passed a law making Thanksgiving a federal holiday. 

The person responsible for making Thanksgiving a nation- 
al holiday wasn’t a great statesman or a powerful general. Sa 
was a remarkable woman named Sarah Josepha Hale — 


same woman who gave us the poem, Neg ea Se 


Lamb.” 
Mrs. Hale became a writer and editor after her husband’s 


- death, rising to the editorship of “Godey’s Lady’s Book,” one 


of the most widely read magazines in 19th-century America. 
In 1846 she began using her influence to promote the idea of 
a national Thanksgiving holiday, based on the New England 
celebrations she remembered as a child. 

Her goal was to prevent a civil war between North and 
South. “When kneeling together, when joining in prayers for 
the same blessings and in thanksgiving for the same good 
gifts of the season,” she wrote, “can Americans feel otherwise 
than as brethren, whose interests are united?” 

For more than 15 years she kept up a tireless campaign of 
editorials and letter writing, promoting the idea of a national 
Thanksgiving holiday. Eventually her persistence produced 
the political support necessary to transform Thanksgiving 


from a regional event into what has become one of the most 
important holidays in American life. Although she is rarely 
mentioned in the history books, Sarah Josepha Hale surely 
deserves credit for one of the major contributions to American 
society. 

She did not prevent the Civil War as she had hoped. More 
than a million people died in that tragic war — Americans 
killing Americans, Christians killing Christians. But she did 
succeed in giving us one day of peace each year. 

Every year for this one day we leave behind the things that 
make us different and concentrate on the things we have in 
common. Things like eating with family and friends, and the 
great gratitude we all feel for the privileges which are ours 
simply because we’re fortunate enough to be Americans. 

The good feelings we experience come from the deepest 
reaches of our souls, rejoicing that for at least this one day we 
have taken our places in the great fabric of humanity, where 
each life is only one thread among many, and yet each is made 
meaningful by its contribution to the whole. 

Thanksgiving is a holiday every American can share in 
without reservation. Young or old, rich or poor, black or 
white, Protestant, Catholic or Jewish, recent immigrant or 
Native American — it makes no difference. There’s always 
room for everyone around the Thanksgiving table. 

This year when peace seems nearer than it has for a long 
time, it’s good to realize Thanksgiving Day entered our 
national life as an effort to make peace. It’s an opportunity to 
reflect for a moment on how much better it is to share the 
world in gratitude than to destroy it in war.

Legislature has more to do 


With the public’s attention focused recently on a special 
session of the Legislature in which lawmakers decided how 
to pay for the state’s share of damage from the recent Bay 
Area earthquake, making an assessment of the first half of 
the Legislature’s biennial session seems pale in comparison. 

Yet it may be more important than ever to examine whether 
it’s been “a very good year” in state policy making, as Gov. 
George Deukmejian, Assembly Speaker Willie Brown and a 
number of state officials boasted at the close of the session 
in mid-September. 

At first glance, there were some significant accomplish- 


- ments. Legislators and the governor reached a compromise 


to deal with the state’s transportation problems, deciding on 
the seeds of a $18.5 billion plan to go before the state’s voters 
in June 1990— if not before, depending on earthquake repair 
plans. 


The proposal calls for revising the state’ 's (Gann) spending - 


limit and Proposition 98 school-funding formulas, as well as 
a permanent 9-cent-per-gallon increase in gasoline taxes to 
finance a 10-year highway building program. The com- 
promise also allowed legislators to spread an unexpected $1 
billion windfall in general fund revenues among state 
programs. 

Other successes included a long-overdue increase for the 
worker’s compensation program, curtailing of the sale of 
semi-automatic assault weapons and a better program for 
managing the state’s solid waste. Lawmakers also took steps 
to improve their own tamished ethical image, including a 
proposed constitutional amendment for voters to decide next 
year that would impose new standards on the Legislator. 

While legislators should be applauded for the ethics reform 
package, which will include a ban on outside speaking fees 
and gifts in exchange for possible higher salaries, it is disap- 
pointing that they left the final adoption of reform to the 
voters, rather than taking action themselves. 

More important, left out of the reform program was any 


effort to clean up the way politicians raise money for their 
campaigns. For unless the campaign-financing system is 
reformed, disconnecting money from politics, there will be 
no fundamental reform of the political process. 

Also for the first time, Hispanic legislators joined together 
to introduce a package of bills to aid California’s growing 
Hispanic population in the areas of education, employment 
opportunity, affirmative action, immigration, criminal jus- 
tice, access to governmental processes and the electoral sys- 
tem. 

Some of these measures, including the retention of federal 
funding for the immigrant assistance program and the suspen- 
sion of searches and raids on undocumented workers during 
the 1990 census, were signed into law. 

. Despite these achievements, there is still much work to be 
done on many issues of concem to the state’s Catholic com- 
munity. Among them are health care — especially for 
women, children and the uninsured — the ethical dimensions 
of medical technology, AIDS education and services, help for 
homeless people, and agricultural and environmental 
problems. While the Legislature acted on some crucial 
problems facing the state, too few measures were enacted to 
benefit the lives of the poor and the powerless who are 
touched by these concems. 

Also the legislators failed to pass or the governor vetoed 
such major bills as one that would have ensured that illegal 
immigrants and other “under-counted” populations are 
counted in the 1990 census and another that would have 
provided AIDS educational materials that are culturally and 
linguistically sensitive. 
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Campaign helps poor 
overcome their poverty

Self-help, development projects that em- 
power poor and low-income people to iden- 
tify and to overcome the root causes of their 
conditions is the thrust of the U.S. bishops’ 
annual Campaign for Human Development, 
which will be observed in parishes 
throughout the diocese and the country Nov. 
19. 

More than $1 million has been granted to 
self-help projects in the San Diego diocese 
from CHD since the campaign’s inception 20 
years ago as the U.S. bishops’ education-ac- 
tion program to combat poverty in this 
country. 

Nationally, more than 3,000 self-help 
grants have been awarded since 1969 with 
CHD funds, raised from the donations of 
U.S. Catholics. 

Seventy-five percent of the collection in 
each diocese is sent to the CHD office in 
Washington, D.C. to be used for national 
grants. Twenty-five percent of the collection 
is for local justice-oriented efforts. 

The San Diego Organizing Project was 
started 11 years ago with the help of a nation- 
al grant from CHD as well as one from the 
Diocese of San Diego. It received other CHD 
grants, the latest in 1987. 

In that time SDOP has helped several chur- 
ches and other neighborhood groups to or- 
ganize in discerning the causes of the 
deterioration or other problems of their areas, 
and then seeking effective measures to over- 
come these conditions, such as well planned 
meetings with city and police officials. 

CHD grants have also helped Domestic 
Workers in the San Diego diocesan area or- 
ganize against unjust employment practices 
and have assisted in the establishment of a 
credit union in the Imperial Valley. 


The diocese is currently seeking applica- 
tions for future CHD grants. Sister Ray- 
Monda DuVall, CHS, executive director of 
Catholic Charities, which is channeling ap- 
plications from projects in this diocese to 
CHD, said her office has received some ap- 
plications but is hoping for more. 

To qualify for CHD funds, projects must 
“enable organized groups of poor and low- 
income people to influence decisions that 
affect their lives,” according to CHD 
guidelines. "Low-income people must oc- 
cupy at least half of the seats on the project’s 
policy-making/program-implementation 
board of directors. 

“In addition the projects must also: 

-“Generate cooperation among and within 
diverse groups of people; 

¢“Directly benefit a relatively large num- 
ber of people; 

“Have a detailed self-sufficiency plan; 
and 

«“Directly aim at changing institutions — 
public policy, social attitudes, economic 
structures — that perpetuate poverty.”

Sister DuVall is helping coordinate this 
year’s campaign in the diocese in conjunc- 
tion with Msgr. William Kraft, the diocesan 
CHD coordinator. She is “urging people to 
make generous contributions to support 
grass-root movements to help empower the 
poor.” 

Parishioners who miss the collection on 
Nov. 19 can send a donation marked for the 
Campaign for Human Development to their 
parish; or, they can put their contributions in 
the CHD envelope that can be found in the 
church and place it in the following week’s 
regular parish collection.

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Movie 
focuses on 
issue of 
adoption

NEW YORK — ‘‘Immediate Family”’ 
(Columbia) is a predictable, bittersweet 
look at a childless middle-class couple who 
desperately want to become parents. 

Frustrated veterans of the fertility clinic 
circuit, Seattle-based Linda and Michael 
Spector (Glenn Close and James Woods) 
turn to adoption as their last chance for a 
child. Through an open adoption 
arrangement, they meet 17-year-old 
unwed mother Lucy Moore (Mary Stuart 
Masterson). Bused in from Ohio, Lucy 
connects tentatively with the Spectors, 
who nervously await the arrival of the 
child they hope will be theirs. 

This heart-tugging scenario is made 
palatable by the nice folks depicted by 
Close, Masterson, Woods and Kevin 
Dillon as Lucy’s boyfriend Sam. The 
actors bring light and shade to characters 
who are seen here only at pivotal times in 
their child-bearing and childless lives 
respectively. 

Lucy and Sam obviously love each 
other, and despite their heavy-metal garb 
and broken homes they’ve given serious 
thought to their future and the adoption 
and have made a selfless decision for their 
child’s welfare. 

Linda and Michael are depicted as 
potential fairy-tale parents. They have a 
perfect marriage, a cozy seaside house, a 
big playful dog and lots of room in their 
loving hearts for a child. As Lucy and 
Linda become friends, Linda even turns 
into the nurturing mom thay Lucy never 
had, which cinches Lucy’s desicion to 
give her baby to the Spectors. 

The usually effusive Woods is little 
more than wallpaper as he plays the 
caring, understanding husband to Close’s 
nobly agonized adoptive mother-to-be. 
But Dillon is genuinely touching as an 
‘aspiring rock musician who has a big- 
hearted soul and an inner sense that he 
must do the right thing. 

The most effective scenes focus on 
Lucy and Sam, who are refreshingly non- 
sterotypical, three-dimensional 
characters. Abortion was clearly never an 
issue for the couple, but adoption brings 
with it big decisions about their future

and the wrenching pain of separation 
from a baby that neither is ready or able 
to parent. The childbirth, realistically 
assisted by Linda and Michael, however, 
incites a whole range of conflicting 
emotions in Lucy that she never expected 
to feel or have to deal with. 

Adoption is not shown here as an easy 
solution for childless couples or as an easy 
way out for pregnant teens. While many 
of us are familiar with the fears of newly 
adoptive parents, the other side of the 
coin is clearly noted as well. One of the 
film’s strongest virtues may be that it will 
impel teen-agers to think twice before 
becoming sexually active. 

Produced by two women (Sarah 
Pillsbury and Midge Sanford), written by 
a woman (Barbara Benedek, co-writer of 
‘*The Big Chill) and directed by Jonathan 
Kaplan (‘‘The Accused’’), ‘Immediate 


Family’’ is well-intentioned but 
ultimately predictable. It also overuses 
‘‘message’’ music (as in “The Big 
Chill’) to enhance emotional moments 
and fill in gaps in the screenplay. This 
might still work in throwaway TV illness- 
of-the-week movies, but is fast becoming 
an insufferable cliche on the big screen. 

‘Immediate Family’’ will no doubt be 
popular on video, where it should find an 
audience with baby boomers who’ve de- 
layed having families and now face the 
consequences. It also will be good for 
parents and their older adolescents to 
share and discuss regarding the con- 
sequences of engaging in sexual activity.

Book deals with meaning of life 


A SEVERE MERCY by Sheldon

Press, 1988 (263 pp., $9.95pb). 


Sheldon Vanauken’s first meeting with 
his future wife Jean (nicknamed ‘‘Davy’’) 
ended in an argument — and a nagging 
urge to see her again. They did meet 
again and they knew that they were in 
love. Their love grew and soon they were 
planning their life together, sharing 
everything, living for each other and 
through each other. They called their love 
‘‘The Shining Barrier,’’ and in A Severe 
Mercy, Vanauken relives that love in 
irridescent, shimmering prose. 

Their story took an odd turn in 
Oxford, where they encountered lively 
delightful companions who were 
practicing Christians. Curious, they 
decided to take a second look at this 
religion business. Vanauken, seeking to 
resolve some confusion, boldly wrote to 
C.S. Lewis. Surprisingly, Lewis replied, 
the start of an ongoing correspondence 
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(much of it published here), and 
ultimately a deep friendship. Lewis 
became a sort of godfather to both of 
them, guiding them over troublesome 
points, until, finally, they both believed. 

Back in America, they had to readjust 
their lives, and they did so, she more 
zealously than he. Then Davy became ill. 
Instinctively knowing the seriousness of 
it, she made a covenant with God. She 
offered herself as a sacrifice that her 
husband’s faith would deepen. The 
haunting, lyrical passages describing 
Davy’s slow death are almost the most 
moving in the book. Ironically, as these 
two lovers were being torn apart, they 
were becoming more united in magical, 
mystical ways. This book is truly one 
from the heart and from the soul. 

But the shattered heart must be 
mended, and the shaken souls must be 
steadied. Under The Mercy describes 
Vanauken’s life after Davy. As all who 
have suffered a great loss know, he was 


not as prepared for it as he thought he 
was. 

He threw himself into many causes — 
race relations, the war, the women’s 
movement. Excerpts from his writings 
during those times fascinatingly reveal his 
waxing and waning interests. Along the 
way, the flame of his faith often flickered 
dimly. 

After C.S. Lewis died in 1963, 
Vanauken had to find his way on his own. 
As his faith was strengthened, he asked a 
fateful question. Could the claims of the 
Roman Catholic Church, of all things, 
possibly be true? He investigated and was 
soon, though at first reluctantly, on the 
road to Rome. 

These are intensely personal books that 
have universal appeal. They are 
powerful, wonderfully written 
testaments, describing an odyssey that is 
at once unique, yet recognizable to many. 
With the ever-present memory of Davy, 
Sheldon Vanauken has found the way 
home.

Tips for a positive first impression 


You and your new girlfriend, Jillian, meet 
by chance at the mall. You’ve heard all about 
her mother. She didn’t like Jillian’s last 
boyfriend and it made his life miserable. 
“David,” Jillian begins, “I'd like you to meet 
my mom.” r, 

First impressions can last for years. People 
often make up their minds about whether or 
not they like you within two minutes of first 
laying eyes on you. Those 120 seconds can 
make a big difference in how your relation- 
ship works out. 

There are six steps that will virtually 
guarantee making a positive first impression 
when you first meet a new adult. 

1. Smile. Psychological research proves 
that people are seen as more attractive and 
more interesting when they smile. Remem- 
ber that Mona Lisa is the most popular paint- 
ing in the world, just because of her smile. 

2. Make eye contact. Look right in the 
person’s eyes as you speak. When teens 
don’t look at adults, it makes the adults suspi- 
cious. They wonder what the teens are hiding 
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and mentally question if they are sneaky or 
weird. 

Some people feel a little shy about making 
eye contact. In fact, in certain cultures look- 
ing into an adults eyes is considered rude. 
But Americans expect this direct gaze and it 
is an important part of a good first impres- 
sion. 

3. Shake hands firmly. Nobody likes the 
linebacker’s crushing handshake. How 
much fun is it to have your bones broken? 
Offering a limp hand, the “dead fish” hand- 
shake, is not much better. But, a solid hand- 
shake is experienced as a sign of self-con- 
fidence and flowing. 

4. Address the adult as “sir” or “ma’am.” 
Admittedly, teen-agers rarely talk like this 
anymore, but that doesn’t mean that grown-

ups don’t love it. 

Simply answering a question “Yes, 
ma’am” instead of “yeah” or “whatever” will 
enroll you for a lifetime membership on any 
adult’s personal list of good teen-agers. Few 
actions can buy you so much good will at 
such little cost. : 

5. Speak in complete sentences. For ex- 
ample, when the adult asks where you to 
school, answer, “I’m a sophomore at Valle 
Vista High,” instead of mumbling, “V. 
Vista.” Complete sentences carry an impres- 
sion of intelligence and consideration. 

Never say “I dun no” in the first conversa- 
tion with an adult: “I dun no” is a teen-age 
code for “I don’t care what you think,” and 
adults can sense it, even if they can’t quite 
put their finger on why they feel irritated. 

If your new boss asks, “What are you 
taking next semester?” you should answer, 
“T think I'll take art and industrial math if I 
can get it.” “I dun no” is the wrong answer. 

6. Ask two questions about the same sub- 
ject. Showing interest in an adult’s life by 


asking related questions shoots you into big 
leagues of teen-age social graces. 

For example, if you were meeting a new 
school principal, assuming you haven’t just 
been sent to detention, your questions might 
be “How do you like Valle Vista?” followed 
shortly by “How does Valle Vista compare to 
your last school?” 

If you just met your boyfriend’s mom, you 
‘might ask her two questions about her job, or 
about her house. If your parish has a new 
pastor, your two questions to him could be 
about his last parish or how he likes the 
rectory here at St. Andrew’s. 

This formula really works! If you can 
work your way through these six’ steps 
during the first two minutes, you will make 
a positive first impression that can ‘ast for 
years. Whatever else happens, Jillian’s mom 
will think you're terrific.

Desde entonces los “aplicantes” (Hoy casi 
17 millones) estan recibiendo sus tarjetas de 
trabajo y residencia temporal. La segunda de 
éstas, fija un término (“expires”) de un afio 
(a partir de su entrga) para que el candidato/a 
agencien requisitos; entre los cuales el im- 
portante, de estudiar 40 horas de Inglés, his- 
toria y gobierno de los EE.UU., en uno de 
los 1,500 sitios donde hay maestros 
aprobados para este fin. 

Ademias, hacia junio de 1989, el “Federal 


Register” (periddico que publica los 
procedimientos del Congreso) report6 que el 
senado y la camara aprobaron dineros para 
que los inmigrantes amnistiados puedan 
recibir un promedio de 100 clases por per- 
sona al afio, y hasta un maximo total de 200 
horas. 

Se trata de un esfuerzo por la preparacién 
y promocion de las gentes, hecho ademas 
con dineros nuestros (de los contribuyentes), 
que por esas razones, no debemos 
desaprovechar. 

También los trabajadores del campo, en su 
programa RAW (Replenishment of Agricul- 
tural Workers), 0 Reabastecimiento de 
Trabajadores Agricolas, aunque no re- 
quieren certificado de 40 horas, puedan si 
quieren estudiar 100 horas anuales 0 200 en 
total. 

Quienes “apliquen” a RAW deben haber 
trabajado 20 dias en los campos de EE.UU. 
desde 1985, y serén sacados a suerte para 
recibir permiso: oficial, cada vez que los 
granjeros (“growers”) pidan mas personal 
para el trabajo de las cosechas, etc.

BALTIMORE — When Archbishop John 
L. May of St. Louis became president of the 
U.S. bishops’ conference in 1986, tensions 
between the U.S. church and the Vatican 


were seen to be at a peak. 
A far more peaceful atmosphere prevailed 


- as he closed his three-year term with the 


bicentennial meeting of the U.S hierarchy in 
Baltimore Nov. 6-9. 

Pope John Paul I, in a long message to the 
bishops marking the 200th anniversary Nov. 
6 of the formation of the U.S. hierarchy, 
praised the “fruitful” life of two centuries of 
U.S. Catholicism. 

Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, his secretary 
of state and personal delegate to the meeting, 
spoke approvingly of the American commit- 
ment to religious freedom and the growth of 
the church under a democratic government. 

Key issues for the press in the 1989 meet- 
ing were the bishops’ statements on the Mid- 
dle East and AIDS — two documents which 
had been developed in close consultation 
with Vatican authorities. 

On the two chief problems in the Middle 
East — the civil war in Lebanon and the 
Israeli-Palestinian conflict — the bishops 
urged locally negotiated solutions, with the 
United States and other international players 
working chiefly to provide a supportive con- 
text for fruitful dialogue. 

They called for an immediate Syrian 
withdrawal from Beirut and ultimate 
withdrawal of all foreign forces from 
Lebanon. They called on Israel and the 
Palestinians to accept each other’s rights to 
territory, sovereignty and security — urging 
each side to accept practical limitations in 
the exercise of its rights out of respect for the 
legitimate rights of the other side. 

In their AIDS statement the bishops said 
that the only real way to stop the epidemic 
spread of acquired immune deficiency 
syndrome is a return to moral norms of chas- 
tity and an end to intravenous drug abuse. 

They also called for a range of health and 
pastoral care programs for those with AIDS 
or with’ HIV, the human immunodeficiency 
virus that causes the deadly disease. 

In a statement on abortion, they pledged to 
continue fighting for constitutional protec- 
tion of the unbom and for legislation restrict- 
ing abortion. 

In a statement on food and agriculture, 
they urged U.S. policies that would support 
and protect family farming, assure just con- 
ditions for farmworkers and assure a plenti- 
ful food supply and equitable distribution in 
a world where millions continue to die of 
hunger. 

They issued an official response in support 
of the national black Catholic pastoral plan 
developed two years ago by a national black 
Catholic congress. 

The growing priest shortage in the United 
States occupied the bishops in several ways. 

One of the most-debated actions at the 
meeting was a proposed new order for Sun- 
day worship in the absence of a priest. The 
proposed liturgical rite was approved by an 
overwhelming majority of the bishops, but

not before extensive debate in which they 
expressed strong concern over the impact of 
priestless Sundays. 

During the meeting evangelization con- 
tinued to emerge as a growing priority 
among the bishops. It held a central place in 
the pastoral plan for black Catholics to 
which they responded. It is the centerpiece 
of the program, approved by the bishops last 
June, for 1992 observances of the 500th an- 
niversary of the evangelization of the 
Americas. 

They had a first look at a pastoral letter on 
evangelization, to be voted on next year. By 
a voice vote during the meeting they added 
evangelization to a list of six themes to 
which the NCCB-USCC offices and com- 
mittees should give “special emphasis” over 
the next several years. 

During Archbishop May’s presidency 
many Vatican-U.S. tensions gradually dis- 
sipated through Pope John Paul’s second 
visit to the U.S. mainland, the U.S. bishops’ 
five-year visits to Rome, and the nation’s 
archbishops’ summit meeting and top 
Vatican officials last spring. 

The improved relations led Archbishop 
May to declare on several occasions that, the 
pope “is bullish on America.”

health care, legislators did approve a bill that 
will distribute the proceeds from the 
Proposition 99 cigarette tax increase (ex- 
pected to raise about $600 million per year), 
with most of the money sent to counties for 
medical programs, including funds to help 
many financially-strapped hospital emer- 
gency rooms. . 

But little headway was made in taking care 
of the more than 3.5 million Californians 
who are employed but have no medical in- 
surance. Assembly Speaker Brown intro- 
duced a measure, supported by the Califor- 
nia Catholic Conference, that would have 
required nearly all employers to offer health 
insurance programs. 

The approach was opposed by many busi- 
ness groups and the governor. The bill’s 
centerpiece provision was eventually 
removed, leaving a measure that forms a 
study task force and provides tax incentives 
to small employers who offer health in- 
surance. 5 


The legislature’s lack of action on health 


care increases the likelihood of a health care 
initiative battle next year.

Lawmakers also made little progress in 
developing an over-reaching statewide 
plan to provide care and services for the 
growing numbers of people with AIDS, as 
significant measures were placed on hold 
until next year or were vetoed by the 


. governor. Also derailed were proposals 


that would have aided poor families espe- 
cially, such as a bill supported by the CCC 
to provide substance abuse treatment for 
pregnant women, mothers and children. 
Slated for study during the 
Legislature’s recess and possible action 
during 1990 are efforts to revise the state’s 
“living will” law and to prohibit surrogate 
parenting contracts. The CCC will be 
presenting the Catholic moral perspective 
on these questions — especially the 
debate over extending the living will law 
to include permanently unconscious 
patients and the provision of artificial 
nutrition and hydration — to help lay a 
foundation for further legislative efforts.
